LONDON, April 13 (AP).—King 
George VI assured King Haakon 


of Norway tonight that the Allies 
“are bringing all help in_ their 
power.” 

While British bombers pounded 
at the foot and sea holds which 
the German invaders have wrested 
trom Norway, the British sovereign 
addressed a message of cheer to 
the Norwegian King. 

He expressed, “my profund ad- 
miration and that of the whole 
British commonwealth for the dig- 
nity, courage and tenacity shown 
by Your Majesty and your people.” 
“Deeply sympathizing with Nor- 
way in her hour of trial, I assure 
Your Majesty that my Government, 
in full co-operation with the 
french Government, are bringing 
ull help in their power to Norway 
so that Allied forces, fighting side 
by side with the Norwegian, may 
prove this latest outrage by Ger- 
many to have been as rash at it 
was wicked,” King George said. 
The King’s message was preced- 
ed by a special broadcast in which 
British military strategists told the 
fighting Norwegians: “Allied help’ 
is coming and coming quickly! 
Hold out!” 

The broadcast by a British Gen- 
eral gave the Norwegians tips on 
how to fight the Germans. 

They were told to fell trees and 
destroy bridges to delay the Nazis, 
and to hasten to the nearest Brit- 
ish or Norwegian military head- 
quarters with any news of Ger- 
man movements. 

The broadcast, keynote of the 
new British news service for Nor- 
wegians, concluded: 
“Long live Norway! 
King Haakon!” 

Any plans the Allies have for 
military action, as well as the 
movements of their naval forces, 
are hidden by censorship. 


Allies Said to Have Promised to 
Land Troops in Norway. 
STOCKHOLM, April 13 (AP).—

WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, in a formal 
statement today, condemned Ger- 
many’s invasion of Denmark and 
Norway, and declared that, if 
civilization itself is to survive, 
powerful neighbors must respect 
the rights of small nations to inde- 
pendence. 

The President’s statement, first 
formal] expression of chis Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the Nazi 
blitzkrieg into Scandinavia, was 
handed to reporters at the White 
House. 

The President’s condemnation of 
the invasion of Denmark and Nor- 
way carried forward the adminis- 
tration’s policy of stressing on 
every occasion American opposition 
to the unlawful rule of force. 

The successive Nazi invasions, 
the Italian occupation of Albania 
and the Russian attack on Finland 
were condemned (forcefully by 
either Roosevelt, Secretary Hull or 
by Undersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles. 

Norman Davis, chairman,  dis- 
closed tonight that the Red Cross 
was considering chartering one or 
more ships to carry relief supplies 
to Norway and Sweden. Asserting 
that this action was “highly possi- 
ble,” Davis said that, “flying the 
Red Cross flag, they would cer- 
tainly be allowed to pass unchal- 
lenged through the war zones.” 
Red Cross chapters already have 
been instructed, Davis said, to ac- 
cept voluntary contributions for re- 
lief of war sufferers in Norway. 

The Red Cross chairman made 
his announcement after he and 
Wilhelm M. de Morgenstierne, the 
Norwegian Minister, had conferred 
separately with Roosevelt. 

De Morgenstierne, on leaving the 
White House, emphasized to re- 
porters that the ‘only legally con- 
stituted Government in Norway 
was that of Prime Minister Ny- 
gaardsvold, his Cabinet, the King 
and the ‘Storting (Parliament).

Norwegians Are Warned 
Hitler Will Use War 
Power ‘‘Without Mercy” 
If They Continue Their 
Resistance. 
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(AP).— Overcoming brief Nor- 
wegian resistance, German troops 
early today occupied at least three 
more towns on the southeastern tip 
of Norway and continued their 
brisk drive northward toward Oslo. 

Reports from Norwegian troops 
and refugees reaching Sweden said 
the town of Fredrikstad had sur- 
rendered after short fighting; that 
Sarpsborg was in German hands 
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wegians. 

Approximately 100 Germans were 
reported to have arrived in Halden 
in automobiles and busses. Before 
their arrival, the Norwegians, who 
said there was no use to waste 
lives in attempting to hold the line 
from Sarpsborg to Fredrikstad and 
Halden, crossed the border with 
supplies. They were disarmed by 
{’wedish authorities. 

Correspondents for Swedish news- 
papers reported that fighting yes- 
terday at Eidsvold, north of Oslo, 
had resulted in the repulse of the 
Germans, relieving the pressure on 
the town of Kongsvinger, 50 miles 
northeast of Oslo near the Swedish 
frontier. 

All civilians had left Kongsvinger 
in anticipation of a German at- 
tack. 

Nazi Warning to People. 

Newspaper reports from Oslo said 
the Germans had appealed to the 
Norwegian royal family to return 
to Oslo, and had warned the Nor- 
wegian people that the German 
warpower would proceed “without 
mercy” if the people continue their 
resistance. 

The Germans also warned that 
martial law would be proclaimed 
and all Norwegians opposing the 
German occupation would be sen- 
tenced to death as well as those 
responding to the order of the Nor- 
wegian Government to mobilize. 

Germany landed new expedition- 
ary forces yesterday in southeast 
Norway. 

Refugees pouring into Sweden 
said that throughout large areas 
in this part of Norway civilians 
had fled, leaving their homes to be 
fought over by the armies. 

The newly-landed Germans, com- 
mandeering busses and motor cars, 
smashed through a defense ring 
the Norwegians had thrown up 
around Oslo to keep the Germans 
from augmenting the forces which 
captured the capita! Tuesday. 

The Germans, according to ref- 
ugees arriving here, smashed the 
Norwegian ring between Holen, 25 
miles south of Oslo, and Moss, 10 
miles further south, on the east 
side of Oslo Fjord. The invaders 
were heading northward. 

The Norwegians at one point dy- 
namited a bridge as the first Ger- 
man bus crossed a stream. 

To isolate the Germans in Oslo, 
the Norwegians had hastily built 
defenses in a semi-circle from Moss 
to Holen, east to Mysen, northward 
to the Romerike region 40 miles 
north of Oslo and then south to 
Tyri Fjord and Vikesund, about 30 
miles west of Oslo. 


Said to Hold Entire Zone. 


The German were said to 
hold al the area within this 
zone. The Norwegians, in addition 
to trying to prevent the new Ger-

How Fort Was Seized.

Polite German Officers. 


By great good luck, Warren Ir- 
vin, N. B. C. correspondent, and I 
‘reached the Swedish frontier at 
18:30 o’clock last night after riding 
through and around German ad- 
vancing troops for four and one- 
half hours. We had been told that 
it was impossible to get through, 
but this particular Jeremiah under- 
estimated the calm nerves and the 
smile of the lady who volunteered 
to drive our car. He also under- 
estimated two other factors: The 
knowledge of Norwegian roads 
possessed by the lady’s male es- 
corts and the unfailing courtesy of 
all the German officers whom we 
encountered. 

Nevertheless. we had been 
warned that Oslo was ringed in 
and no civilians except woman and 
child evacuees were now allowed 
to leave the city. When we left 
our hotel one of the chief Nazi 
plainclothes officials, one who had 
a mocking light in his eyes when 
he spoke to vs, was lounging in the 
lobby. We sauntered out and piled 
our bags into the car where the 
lady witk the smile and the jaunty 
spring hat sat at the wheel. She 
looked and acted as if she were 
enioying the war immensely. 


flung on their shoulders, buzzed 
along in ovr direction as we left 
Oslo at 3:45 o’clock. But we en- 
countered no German sentries until 
well south, on the road to Mysen, 
and they merely stared as if doubt- 
ful whether to challenge us or not. 
As neutrals with Swedish visas, 
we had a perfect right to leave, 
but the military control might can- 
cel that at any moment. We drove 
on hopefully and as swiftly as pos- 
sible. 


German Supply Column. 


Within an-hour we caught up 
with the first German column, Sol- 
diers on the rear truck motioned 
us t slow down, The column had 
halted, so the lady with the smile 
jumped out and exercised her ex- 
cellent German and _. indubitable 
charm. Soon we were motioned 
to pass. As we rode ty I counted 
32 heavily-loaded caissons, all with- 
out guns, but bearing munitions 
and supplies. There were also sey- 
eral field kitchens, but not one 
field gun. 

(As I write the windows of this 
Swedish hotel are being boarded 
up—a precaution against the air 
raids which people in Gothenburg 
have a right to fear—and I won- 
der again if, wherever I go, the 
blackout will persist in catching 
up with me.) 

About 5 o’clock we overtook a 
second German motorized column, 
this one with two field guns and 
with an air of being ready for 
business. At the head of the col- 
‘umn several officers stopped us. 
One held a revolver in his hand.

One Favors Hawkins, Not 
on Educators’ List of 6 
Nominees, 3 Members 
Say Minds Are Open. 


At least four of the 12 school 
board members have changed their 
minds since the board announced 
three months ago that it would 
choose a new Superintendent of In- 
struction from a list of six nomi- 
nees selected by a committee of 
three educators, a canvass by the 
Post-Dispatch showed last night. 
Thomas F, Quinn, whose ram- 
bling declamations frequently en- 
liven board meetings, said he would 
support Acting Superintendent 
George L. Hawkins for the per- 
manent appointment. Hawkins was 
not on the list of six nationally 
prominent nominees chosen by the 
representatives of Washington, St. 
Louis and Missouri universities. 
John J. (Duke) Sheahan, Dr. 
Francis C. Sullivan and James J. 
Fitzgerald said their minds were 
open and denied that there had 
been any definite commitment to 
restrict the choice to the list of six. 
The only board members who 
said they would adhere to the orig- 
inal plan were President Mark D. 
Eagleton, Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, 
vice-president; Max G. Baron and 
Edward A, Ferrenbach. Two mem- 
bers who are out of the city, John 
A. Fleischli and Hugo Wurdack, 
are counted on by Eagleton and Dr. 
Hofmeister to stick to the original 
agreement, 


Quinn and Murphy. 

Quinn said he had talked over 
Hawkins’ candidacy last Tuesday 
before the board’s dinner meeting 
with Ferrenbach, Sheahan and 
Fitzgerald. Ferrenbach had no 
recollection of the conversation. 
Sheahan told the Post-Dispatch he 
knew of no “restriction” against 
Hawkins for the superintendency. 
However, Sheahan was absent 
from the meeting at which 
Hawkins was named Acting Super- 
intendent. Hawkins said then that 
he was’ taking the appointment 
with the definite understanding 
that he would not be considered 
for the superintendency. 

Richard Murphy, at home since 
the Post-Dispatch disclosures three 
months ago about his bond sales 
at excessive prices to school relief 
funds, does not answer telephone 
calls or see reporters. He has not 
attended a board meeting since 
mid-January but still retains his 
seat. J. Harry Pohlman, whose 
friends in the Patrons’ Alliance are 
strongly in favor of Hawkins for 
the appointment, could not be 
reached.

In a statement issued last night, 
the League of Women Voters de- 
plored the Hawkins campaign. The 
statement read in part: 

“The Board of Education has be- 
fore it the recommendations of the 
duly authorized committee of 
educators and the public expects 
that their criteria for the selection 
of a superintendent should be fol- 
lowed. 

“The League of Women Voters 
reaffirms its strong support of the 
merit principle in the selection of 
the superintendent, and, while the 
St. Louis Public School system 
undoubtedly has many able and 
experienced educators, those oc- 
cupying major positions are dis- 
qualified by reason of age, while 
the younger members of the staff 
have not adequate experience in 
the general administration of a 
large city school system. 

“The League of Women Voters 
interprets the stand of the Board 
of Education as a pledge to limit its 
selection to the list submitted by its 
own committee of selection. 

“The League deplores the cam- 
paigning to select Mr. Hawkins as 
superintendent, a movement which 
must be most distasteful to him, 
since, in accepting the temporary 
assignment, he took it with the def- 
inite understanding that he was 
eliminating himself from considera- 
tion for the permanent position.

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New Issues Created as Struggle 
for Vital Commodity Grows 
More Intense—Huge Fields 
at Stake in Present War— 


Far-Reaching Effects of 


Mexican Expropriation. 


By MARQUIS W. CHILDS

WASHINGTON, April 13. 
T has been said that the story of con- 
J temporary politics can be told in terms of 
oil. If that is an exaggeration, it is cer- 
tainly true that oil has figured vitally in 
almost every important political contest in 
recent decades. This is as true of the com- 
ing campaign as of past campaigns. 
Occasionally the political maneuvers cen- 
tering around this vital commodity are ap- 
parent. More often they take. place behind 
the politieal stage on which less realistic 
issues are debated, but almost invariably the 
private interests controlling oil are a factor. 
Their power is over an element almost as 
essential to modern life as food—in a mech- 
anized world all depends in great measure on 
oil. 


Issue of Federal Regulation 
To Conserve Dwindling Reserves. 


In 1940 the question of oil will be an im- 
portant issue in an election which may well 
be @ turning point in American life. In 
three ways it comes into the politics of this 
election year. 

First, there is the comparatively simple 
question of Federal regulation of the in- 
dustry. Secretary of the Interior Ickes has 
come out for Federal regulation of the oil 
industry in this country in the interest of 
conservation. He would police the industry 
to prevent waste, in an effort to conserve 
America’s rapidly shrinking reserves. This 
move has been opposed by virtually the en- 
tire industry, the so-called independents 
along with the big companies. 

Second, there is the more complicated ques- 
tion of oil in Latin America, a question 
which is tied up with the right of Latin 
American countries to expropriate foreigners’ 
property and the whole position of the Unit- 
ed States “south of the border.” The oil 
companies are very likely to promote the 
issue of Mexican expropriation, perhaps con- 
demning the present administration for not 
taking a “‘stronger” stand. And this will 


,

be pointed not so much at recovery of Mexi- 
can properties as at retention of the vast 
oil stake in Venezuela and elsewhere. 

Last and by no means least comes the 
whole matter of world oil politics as it re- 
lates to the war in Europe and the American 
attitude toward the war. The late Sir Henri 
Deterding, head of the Royal Dutch Shel) 
Co., had thrown in his lot with the 
Nazis, seeing in them a last hope for re- 
covery from the Soviets—for the “west,” for

Even so conservative a thinker as Calvin 
Coolidge once remarked, “it is even probable 
that the supremacy of nations may be deter- 
mined by the possession of available petro- 
leum' and its products.” Both sides in the 
present conflict know that all too well. 

Before 1933 there was no effort in the 
United States to regulate the oil industry. 
Just a few years before the New Deal the 
great East Texas field had come roaring in 
and the domestic market was flooded with 
oil. The price went down to 10 cents a 
barrel for Mid-Continent crude, less than 
the cost of production. Under the royalty 
leasing system wildcatters were making quick 
kills, leaving irreplaceable deposits of oil 
in the earth in such a way that they could 
never be recovered.

Sectional Jealousies Work 
To Cripple Compact System. 


Whatever the compact system may have 
accomplished in the way of regulation, a 
serious flaw has been the fact that two 
producing states—California and LIlinois— 
decline to enter the agreement. In California 
the question of state legislation to bring the 
industry within the compact was sharply 
fought over at the last election, with Presi- 


Pauent Roosevelt, Ickes and other ‘New Deal- 


ers plumping for a state law. While the oil 
companies indorse the compact idea, they 
oppose a state law, on the assumption appar- 
ently that they can do the job without gov- 
ernmental interference. 

In the recent primary election in Illinois 
the issue was even sharper. Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor John Stelle, opposing the Horner-Kel- 
ly-Nash machine, declared against fundament- 
al conservation laws which would have to 
be passed before Illinois could become a 
compact state. Stelle has admitted to the 
Post-Dispatch that he has a financial interest 
in the oil industry in his own state. Gover- 
nor Horner and his Kelly-Nash allies made 
the most of the oil issue to defeat Stelle. And 
Stelle replied with the states’ rights argu- 
ment. 

Without these two big producing states 
the inter-state compact and the hot oil act 
are of little value. This is the argument of 
Ickes and the conservationists who are back- 
ing the bill for Federal regulation intro- 
duced by Representative Cole (Dem.), Mary- 
land. Under the terms of this measure, on 
which hearings were held for many months, 
the Department of the Interior would act in 
an advisory capacity to regulate oil pro- 
duction. But the Government: would also 
have authority to step in and compel aban- 
donment of wasteful practices when indi- 
viduals failed to heed advice. 

The chief argument of the conservationists 
is the menacing depletion of Am--ican c‘! 
reserves, a threat which touches not only all 
of industry and finance but, more vitally, the 
question of national defense.

Reflections on War by a Woman of 
German Ancestry. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

INCE every effort is being made by 

foreign propagandists to draw us into 
the European holocaust on the side of 
the Allies, and I do not want us to lend 
assistance to any side, I realize that I 
may soon be branded as a traitor to my 
country. What is more shameful still, I 
shall be called pro-German. 

In a sense, I am, of course, just that. 
I am proud of my ‘’48er grandfather, 
who helped to make my birthplace, 
Milwaukee, the great city it is today. 
I am proud of the fact that, in token 
of love and gratitude to the coun- 
try which had given him shelter, he 
named his first son George Washington 
Abraham Lincoln. 

T am proud of my great-uncle, who, at 
the age of 14, marched off to the Civil 
War as a drummer boy. 

I take special pride in my father, a 
member of a Hanoverian “Beamten- 
familie,” who voluntarily gave up his 
dignified position in the German upper 
middle class in order to become a citizen 
of the United States. 

7 * . 

But, of course, I am _ pro-German, 
shamefully so. The first language I 
spoke was my father’s Hanoverian, the 
most richly lovely of all the German dia- 
lects. I studied under Hanoverian 
teachers in the grades, learned and 
loved my Schiller, Goethe, Heine and Von 
Kleist, and was graduated from a Mil- 
waukee high school with the equivalent 
of a master’s degree in German. 

I took my actual master’s degree at 
the University of Wisconsin in Romance 
Languages. At the age of 22—when my 
country had begun to realize that no 
amount of war and bloodshed could 
make the world safe for democracy—I 
became professor of French at a small 
Wisconsin college. Nevertheless, I re- 
fused to forget the language which to 
me is a symbol of melodious beauty. 

I declined to burn my father’s precious 
old books, which would have been the 
patriotic thing to do. I dared even to be- 
lieve that my Connecticut Yankee fiance, 
who, having’ endured the hell of Paris 
Island, was fighting with the marines 
somewhere in France, had been wrong in 
his condemnation of everything German. 

Inasmuch as I could not find the for- 
getting of a language and the burning of 
priceless books compatible with the ideal 
of service, I was, during the World War, 
accused of being pro-German. After we 
have been drawn into World War II, I 


shall again be so accused. 
; % ” * 


This time, however, my pro-German- 
ism is doubly despicable. I shall sym- 
pathize with my husband, who; after the 
hideous and futile nightmare of over 20 
years ago, hates war and declares he 
will never again don a uniform unless 
his country should be invaded. 

I should rather see my young sons, 
both nurtured in the lofty ideal of serv- 
ice which inspired their grandfather and 
great-grandfather, in prison than engaged 
in the murder of their fellow-men. 

And so, since I do not want my coun- 
try to fight in this war and shall do 
everything in my power to safeguard my 
husband and sons should war come, I 
am pro-German. Of course, I am also 
pro-British, pro-French, pro-Finnish, 
pro-Jewish, pro-Polish, pro-Czecho-Slo- 
vakian and pro-Russian. 

While I detest the gangsters in com- 
mand of Germany and Russia, despise 
the pusillanimous, undependable Chan- 
cellor of Great Britain and have grave 
fears that the new Premier of France 
may prove to be a sinister reincarnation 
of Clemenceau—who was primarily re- 
sponsible for the malevolent excesses of 
the Treaty of Versailles—I am heart and 
soul for the people of the unfortunate 
“countries at war. 

> . 

Should the dictatorships be defeated, 
Hitler and his satellites may chop wood 
at Doorn and Stalin escape to Mexico. 
Should the Allies succumb to the dicta- 
torships, Reynaud may resign and 
Chamberlain emigrate to Canada. 

But what shall the people do? “hey 
will suffer the consequences of the 
follies of their leaders. Some will die on 
the fields of battle, others of slow star- 
vation. Still others will be hideously 
maimed. But few will have learned the 
truth of Sherman’s dictum on war. 

Far from realizing its futility, they 
will, at the behest of fanatic leaders, 
fight again and again, as they have 
fought through the ages. And America 
can do nothing to help them. 

On second thought, I am, perhaps, not 
so pro-German after all. Neither am I 
pro-Ally. In accordance with the ideal 
of service implanted in me by my fore- 
fathers, I wish to work for the good of, 
not only my fellow-Americans, but the 
pecples of the world as well. 

But, with the barrage of foreign prop- 
@ganda descending upon us and some of 
our own citizens doing their utmost to 
stimulate hate and arouse the desire to 
fight by histrionic appeals to miscalled 
patriotism, how can I do so?

THE OMINOUS HAWKINS BOOM. 
After the ouster last January of Superintendent 
Gerling, as a result of disclosures that he had en- 
gaged in personal speculations with school funds 
entrusted to his care, it was generally agreed that 


‘his successor should be a nationally known educa- 


tor, selected from outside the St. Louis system. 

The Board of Education favored this course. Its 
Instruction Committee was unanimous in urging it. 
The choice for Acting Superintendent, George L. 
Hawkins, said he accepted the post as a temporary 
position, with the definite understanding that he was 
not to be considered for permanent Superintendent. 

Despite all these-good resolutions, an active and 
ominous boom has been launched to force the elec- 
tion of Hawkins as Superintendent. We say “om- 
inous” for two reasons: A major purpose of an out- 
side choice was to get a man not inyolved in the 
irregularities and feuds of the school system’s last 
few years—and Hawkins was intimately associated 
with the Gerling regime. For the second reason, 
the methods by which the Hawkins boom is being 
pushed are identical with the notorious intrigues 
and pressure tactics of the Gerling era. 

The same members of the board who fronted for 
the discredited Superintendent until after his hour 
had struck are backing the Hawkins boom. The 
game little clique of principals that issued fulsome 
indorsements of Gerling is also pushing Hawkins. 

Most significantly, the movement has its origin in 
the Instruction Department. Copies of pro-Hawkins 
resolutions are prepared there, by Robert E. Strick- 
ler, a long-time lieutenant of Gerling, transferred to 
the downtown office by Hawkins himself. Word 
has gone out to teachers’ groups to swing into line, 
just as in the Gerling heyday, and they are obeying. § 

Are the six nationally known schoolmen, nomi- 
nated at the board’s invitation by a committee of 
three distinguished advisers, now to be disregarded? 
That evidently is the wish of several influential 
board members. It would be a gross affront to the 
three men—Dean Loeb, Dean Kennedy and Prof. 
Phillips—who gave generously of their time and 
judgment in combing the national and local fields 
for suitable candidates. It would give precedence 
to such a benighted viéw as that expressed by Thomas 
F. Quinn, board member, who explains his opposi- 
tion to “outsiders” by saying: “We’re confronted 
here with all new ideas and stuff in an educational 
way and in a building way... .” : 

And what of Mr. Hawkins’ superlative talents, 
now represented as entitling him to the superin- 
tendency? He took hold after Gerling’s downfall, 
and initiated several sound moves. He cleaned up 
the troublesome Teachers’ College mess, but the 
question arises, Why, in his 10 years as Assistant 
Superintendent, had he done nothing about it? He 
initiated an efficiency plan for the schools, but this 
boils down to elimination of some jobs, initiation of 
new ones—and a net saving of only $8000 per year! 

The boom for him has many curious aspects. Less 
than three months ago, he was saying he wanted 
only to clean up some situations before a successor 
came in; that he had no personal ambitions to serve; 
that a vigorous, middle-aged man of proved ability 
should be selected, and that, the committee quoted 
him, “in no event should any man be appointed who 
is over the age of 60.” (Hawkins himself is past 62.) 

Today, he evades the issue. “I’m not crossing any 
bridges until I come to them,” he says. He refuses 
to commit himself. One word, one reiteration of 
his previous stand, would stop the boom cold. Is 
Mr. Hawkins dazzled by the possibility of heading 
the school system? Is ambition causing him to re- 
gret his previous words? In short, is he pulling 
strings to get himself chosen? 

The very fact that such a boom could be stage- 

managed at this time shows what a colossal job of 
house-cleaning is still ahead. Look at the board 
itself—Richard Murphy, the discredited bond ped- 
dler, is still a member, if in name only, and there 
remain others ready to lend themselves to the Haw- 
kins candidacy dodge. 
The public, we believe, realizes how rotten .the 
schools’ administration had become. It remembers 
the shocking exposures that have been piling up 
for months. It realizes that a clean sweep and a 
fresh start are necessary, for the sake of St. Louis 
children’s welfare and the taxpayers’ interests, The 
way to begin is to deflate this audacious Hawkins 
boom and select a new man, a competent man, a 
neutral man, for Superintendent. 
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And now the Pennsylvania joins the Frisco in rail- 
roading the smoke out of St. Louis. 
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DENMARK’S SHIPS AND OUR FLAG. 
From London comes word that England now re- 
gards Danish ships at least technically as enemy 
vessels, subject to seizure on sight. While there 
has been no announcement of Berlin’s policy, the 
Nazis, as we pointed out the other day, must in- 
evitably regard these ships as spoils of war. 

Britain’s attitude makes it more mandatory than 
ever that Washington put a prompt stop to the 
movement to place them under the American flag. 
It would be bad enough to expose our colors to 
Nazi attack on the high seas. It is inconceivable 
that we should invite such action by the Allied 
fleets as well. 

The plain fact is that the ships in question are 
owned by Danish interests. A mere change of regis- 
try will not alter this. Instead of safeguarding these 
vessels, raising the American flag at their masts 
will only jeopardize our own neutrality.

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IN SEARCH OF FAITH. | 

Answering a query by a rural pastor, President 
Roosevelt says the greatest need of America today 
is a revival of religious faith. But why limit the 
prescription to America? And why limit the need 
for a restoration of faith to spiritual matters? 

The frustration of this age is threefold. Not only 
have intellectual’ trends disturbed the foundations 
of religious faith, but economic trends have shaken 
our faith in our economic system and political trends 
have raised questions about the governmental sys- 
tem. , 

With 10,000,000 unemployed walking the streets 
and with our economic system running by the grace 
of artificial respiration administered by, the Federal 
Treasury, faith in the capitalistic system wavers. 
And since the business of organized society is to 
make the economy function, doubt assails our belief 
in established governmental forms. 

So we drift—some of us hopefully, some of us cyni- 
cally—with the social tides. In Germany, the doubt 
and frustration grew so intense that the people were 
glad to abandon democratic efforts to give meaning 
to their lives and institutions and to throw them- 
selves into the arms of dictators who would relieve 
them of all responsibility—even to inventing for 
them a new religion. 

Men like Hitler and Mussolini are the concrete 
expression of a national psychosis. They are the 
products of the doubt and frustration of the people. 

Psychologists have found that it is easy to para- 
lyze the minds of rats and similar small animals 
by subjecting them to frustration. They train the 
rats to get food and water by making certain re- 
sponses and then arrange it so that these responses 
no longer bring the expected rewards. The rats 
simply go crazy. Frustration can destroy the bal- 
ance ef men and of nations as well as that of animals. 
~ America’s need is for leadership which can resolve 
the present doubt and frustration and guide the na- 
tion in making our present institutions function or 
in effecting the changes which will make the sys- 
tem function. Great faiths require great prophets. 
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If the Monroe Doctrine can surround Greenland’s 
icy mountains, how about India’s coral strand? 
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AS THE DEMOCRATS FOREGATHER. 

Gov. Stark and Senator Clark have buried the 
hatchet—something less than a hundred fathoms 
deep—and the Courthouse Ring delegates, meeting 
as the Democratic State convention, will transact 
the business precisely as planned. 

The plans call for Senator Clark as chairman of 
the delegation to Chicago. He will be elected chair- 
man, and with the aid and consent of the Governor.

In view of what has happened in the green and bur- 
geoning purlieus of the Courthouse Squares, ob- 
serves the Senator, “the Governor does not have 
much to give.”

Some time back it was being whispered, 
aye, and occasionally shouted, that the Senator would 
go to the Democratic national convention as Mis- 
souri’s favorite son. The idea never quite came 
into bloom in the courthouse yards. Acutely per- 
ceptive, the Senator recently dismissed the “favorite 
son” indorsement as a bit of brummagem. He re- 
nounced it. And, as the Senator said of the Gover- 
nor, so the Governor might retort that the Senator 
did not have much to renounce. 

One question remains open, at least in the pre- 
convention speculation. That is the old and dodder- 
ing item of unit rule, which simply means, if 
adopted, that Chairman Clark will carry the vote 
of the Missouri delegation in his vest pocket. The 
most that can be said about this is that the omens 


are unpropitious.

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ON READING. 


What a glut of books! who can read them? Our 
eyes ache with reading, our fingers with turning. 
—Robert Burton, “The Anatomy of Melancholy. 


It is almost 300 years now since old Burton®threw 
up his hands in horror at the stream of books that 
was inundating him—and then made his immortal 
contribution to the flood. 

Since then the torrent has been pouring from the 
presses with ever-increasing speed. Nowadays, every- 
body under the sun seems to be an author, and 
everything under the sun a suitable subject. Morti- 
mer Adler, Somerset Maugham, Burton Rascoe and 
Andre Maurois have even taken ‘to writing books 
on how to read books. 

It may be only simple justice that the authors of 
this flood should come to the rescue of the distressed 
reader. However, he should not need the help of 
experts to tell him that he can’t read everything. 
Further, the best books yield their richest treasures 
only op a second or a third reading. 

New books need to be read, of course, to keep in 
touch with the times. But it is amazing how many 
of them can be ignored. It’s a good thing, too, to re- 
member that one is under no compulsion to read 
such a book to the bitter end. It is not necessary 
to empty the tureen to know that the soup is bad. 

The experienced reader will save most of his time 
for the few favorites he inevitably hits upon—Proust, 
Mann, Tolstoy, Hardy or whatever writers appeal 
to his particular taste. Few things are so reward- 
ing as a really intimate knowledge of a great writer. 

But it takes more than passive reading to gain 
this. Pages must be dog-eared. Passages must be 
underlined, and margins filled with notes. An im- 
peccably clean book is almost sure to be an unread 
book—or at least an unappreciated one. There is 
always debris around a gold mine. 
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If the books could be believed, 1940 should be a 
Republican year.

IGARO shrewdly advised men to laugh 
Fest the foibles of mankind, to avoid 

weeping over them. Some such philoso- 
phy guides the French press in its relations 
with “Anastasie,” the gaunt, unsightly 
witch who symbolizes the censorship in 
France today. 

Indeed, Anastasie has become Pleasantry 
No. 1 in the French Republic, and making 
jokes about her has developed into a minor 
industry which, ironically enough, exists 
because the censorship allows it. If she 
wished, Anastasie could shut it down to- 
morrow, since she has the right of life and 
death over every paragraph, sentence and 
word published within France or tele- 
graphed -abroad. 

Anastasie’s real job, of course, is to pre- 
vent valuable information from getting to 
the enemy. Somehow, jests about Anastasie 
herself do not fall into this category. Nor 
does criticism of her strange, unpredictavle 
and (to outsiders) unaccountable antics.

Every day Anastasie is spoofed, parodied 
and caricatured, but she accepts it all with 
admirable tolerance. Seldom does she blue- 
pencil a good joke, blot out a witty line or 

“kill” a critical laugh, 
although aimed at 
herself. Unperturbed, 
she reads these drol- 
jeries, grins and O K’s 
publication, revealing 
herself as a woman of 
uncommon sense, on 
this point at least. 
i In consequence Ana- 
“qjstasie is today the 
-.#/preferred topic for 
H jokesmiths, cartoon- 
ists and song writers, 
with Hitler as her 
nearest rival. Con- 
stantly satirized in 
rhyme and epigram, 
she is the unprotesting target of sarcasm, 
hostile barbs and spirited reproof. 

Once in a great while a kind word. Re- 
sult: She is the most talked-of female in 
France today, the most debated and the 
most detested. She doesn’t seem to mind it. 
Anyhow, here is her portrait, as sketched 
by Larousse, the French Noah Webster: 


ANASTASIE: A jocose nickname, in the world 
of art, literature and journalism, for the cen- 
sorship. Invariably pictured as an ugly old maid, 
thin, crabbed and fault-finding, she is armed with 
an enormous pair of scissors, which she wields 
in reckless, random fashion. 

How Anastasie got her name nobody 
seems to know. Whatever her origin, she 
is the chief concern, the pet peeve and the 
main problem of the writing fraternity in 
France. Most newspapers stoically accept 
her as a necessary nuisance, abide loyally 
by her decisions, although protesting firm- 
ly and courteously now and then. 

When Anastasie cuts a phrase,\a sentence 
or an entire article, ordinary Aewspapers 
leave the blank spaces thus created with- 
out comment, or note the fact by stating:

“Twenty-six lines censored,” “One para- 
graph deleted by the censor,” etc. 

Pugnacious and controversial organs, 
with a chip constantly on their shoulders, 
engage in vehement arguments with Ana- 
stasie. Usually this makes lively, exciting 
reading, valueless to the enemy, and so it is 
generally passed without question. Some- 
times Anastasie is persuaded to change her 
attitude; then the editor must find some 
other pretext for dispute. 

Still others, more philosophical in tem- 
perament, grin and bear it all with amused’ 
, detachment. They 

good-naturedly josh 
_the censorship, laugh 
at its deletions and fill 
in the blank space 
with satirical com- 
ments, pointed  car- 
toons and spicy pleas- 
antries. Folk proverbs 
and advertising slo- 
gans are twisted about 
to frame a witty in- 
dictment of Anastasie. 
Another device is to 
dig up an ancient 
speech by the Prime 
» Minister and to quote 
some eloquent pas- 
sage eulogizing the 
liberty of the press. 

When Le Merle (The Blackbird), a 
sprightly Left-Wing opposition sheet, had 
two neighboring columns completely 
“bleached,” the editor appropriately entitled 
them “Devastated Regions.” 

One week when Le Canard Enchaine (The 
Chained Duck) printed an issue with more 
white than black, it warned readers via a 
“box” on its front page: “Contrary to ap- 
pearances, this number is not intended as 
an advertisement for La Grande Maison de 
Blanc.” (The house referred to is the world- 
famed Paris store specializing in white 
goods.) 

The press and Anastasie do not and cannot 
agree; their angle of vision is not the same;

To date, although the censorship 
creates many mystifying white spaces, 
there have been no suspensions of impor- 
tance—except the Communist press, which 
exists no more. Doubtless Anastasie is more 
lenient, while the newspapers are more dis- 
ciplined.

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BONDS’ DEFEAT LAID 
TO WINN, UTILITY MEN 


New London Mayor Says Fight 
for City Electric System 
Will Continue. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW LONDON, Mo., April 13.— 
Mayor John M, Gingry of New 
London today attributed the failure 
of yesterday’s election on a pro- 
posal to issue bonds for a municipal 


electric distribution system to the 
activity of State Treasurer Robert 
W. Winn and employes of the Mis- 
souri Power & Light Co. 

The proposal to issue $29,500 in 
bonds to finance the distribution 
system failed to get the necessary 
two-thirds majority. The vote was 
297 for and 219 against. Early in 
March a similar bond issue pro- 
posal was defeated by an equally 
narrow margin. 

Mayor Gingry, who was re-elected 
to office early this month on a plat- 
form favoring municipal owner- 
ship, said the bond issue would be 
submitted to the voters a third 
time, probably in June. 

He charged that State Treasurer 
Winn, whose brother, George Winn, 
is manager of the power company 
branch in nearby Wellsville, “sent 
back every State employe in his of- 
fice who had the slightest claim to 
residence” to vote against the bond 
issue. 

Mayor Gingry added that former 
managers of the New London of- 
fice of the power company, an 
affiliate of the North American Co., 
returned to New London to use 
their influence against the bond is- 
sue. 

He gave out a list of nine State 
employes who, he said, came back 
to New London to vote with their 
families against the proposal. Be- 
fore the March election Winn re- 
fused to confirm or deny for a) 
Post-Dispatch reporter a statement) 
that he had ordered State employes 
fr6m New London to work against 
the proposal. 

The employes named by Mayor 
Gingry, some of whom got their 
jobs through Winn, are: Ed M. 
Morris, Jefferson James, William 
Small, Cleveland Jameson, William 
Stout, Harry Piper, Emmet Cald- 
well, Montzello Ford, and Will Kel- 
ly. The last three are Negro jani- 
tors at the State Capitol. 

The bond issue would have pro- 
vided funds for a power transmis- 
sion line to the municipal plant at 
Hannibal, the erection of a city 
distribution system, and changes in 
house connections.

It was immedi- 
ately challenged, of course, by oil 
executives who called it alarmist 
if only because it did not take into 
account the possibility of new 
fields and new wells. But you can’t 
go on assuming forever, the ex- 
perts replied, that important new 
fields will be discovered. 


Question of Foreign Holdings. 


It is just here, of course, that the | 
question of foreign holdings comes | 
in. Since 1918 the scramble for oil 
reserves in various odd parts of 
the world has been intensified. The 
major oil combines, backed by their 
respective governments, have been 
engaged in bitter warfare all over 
the globe for the stuff that makes 
the wheels turn. The British have 
long realized that the power 
Empire depends on oil. For that) 
reason the Government created the 
Anglo-Persian company and gave 
almost unlimited backing to Royal 
Dutch Shell. 

By far the largest American hold- 
ing is in Venezuela, where Stand- 
ard. and Gulf have enormous oil re- 
serves, their combined resources 
and production being greater than 
Dutch Shell’s. The oil discoveries 
have given Venezuela a vast tem- 
porary wealth. The Government is | 
embarrassed by the stream of reve- 
nue flowing in from the oil compa- 
nies that have operated for the 
most part on a royalty basis. Vene- 
zuela, which not so long ago was 
miserably poor, has built one of the 
handsomest embassies in Washing- 
ton, a gleaming modern structure 
on Massachusetts avenue that was 
recently opened with a swanky tea.

Shares in the steel, aircraft, motor, paper, shipbuilding and ship- 
ping food, copper, groups and miscellaneous others edged ahead in 
broad turnover. Fragmentary conflicting and confusing reports of Brit- 
ish-German fighting in the Scandinavian area, however, dispelled buy- 
ing enthusiasm in late dealings, and a long list of issues late in the 
period had net losses. Some showed strong upward trend at close. 

Transactions averaged over 1,200,000 shares daily, but the heaviest 
trading appeared when prices were sagging. 

The Associated Press average of 60 stocks was unchanged at 50.6, 
but on the week showed a decline of 8 of a point after three consecu- 


tive weekly upturns. The lengthy 


stalemate was exemplified by the 


fact the composite a month ago stood at 49.3, while a year ago it 
was at 44.7. The Dow-Jones average of 65 stocks at 50.15 was .12 of 
e point higher on the day, but .80 of a point lower on the week. 


Leaders generally lingered by the 
wayside in today’s stock market, 
while aviation, shipbuilding and an 
assortment of specialty issues fin- 
ished the week with a strong up- 
ward trend. 

Favorites Up at Week End. 

Prices were mixed from the start 
and, at the close, losses and gains 
running to as much as two points 
were pretty evenly divided. A

Great stagnant 
pools of capital helped underwrit- 
ers market several new corporate 
security offerings, despite the war 
news and a drop in bond prices. 
Scandinavian loans cracked widely. 

Further expansion in some war 
industries, notably aircraft and ship 
building, was indicated in the re- 
actioe to the war moves. Large 
additional contracts for, war planes 
were reported ready for signature. 

Retail Trade Situation. 

Obscured by the war news, re- 
tail trade still was rated one of 
the stalwart elements in domestic 
business trends. Dun & Bradstreet 
said spring buying for household 
needs and individual wardrobes 
took an upturn in a reversal of the 
post-Easter drop in trade. Sales 
of automobiles and other heavier 
types of consumer goods were rated 
as much as 30 per cent ahead of 
last year in many places.

NEW GALLERY OPENED 
AT CITY ART MUSCUM 


Contains 35 Artists’ Guild 
Paintings—Picasso Show 
Will Close Today. 


The old plaster casts of Grecian 
sculpture which formerly stood in 


the basement of the City Art Mu- 
seum below the main entrance have 
been removed and in the place 
where they stood the museum has 
built a new gallery for paintings. 

It is a gallery of the most mod- 
ern type, with ‘shadowless fluor- 
escent lights, cloth walls and 
soundproof cork flooring. 

The gallery was opened yesterday 
with an exhibit of 35 paintings and 
two pieces of sculpture by mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Artists’ 
Guild. The show will last until 
May 13 and after that the museum 
intends to hang pictures from its 
permanent collection in the gallery 

The plaster casts are the prop- 
erty of Washington University, 
which lent them to the museum for 
many years. They have been re- 
turned to the university for the use 
of art students. 

There are two other new art 
shows in the city.

the plan is to seek a Federal char- 
‘ter at the hands of Congress. 
Though funds could possibly be 
borrowed as a last resort from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, Congress will first be asked to 
implement with an appropriation 
the capital contribution of the 
United States. 
May Start With Only Five. 
The project may get under way, 
according to the rules, with the ad- 
herence of only five of the 21 na- 
tions concerned. There are said to 
exist private assurances that from 
four to six countries will be ready 
next -veek to express favorable at- 
titudes. In addition, four republics 
to date have proclaimed publicly 
their intention of signing the con- 
vention—Brazil, Colombia, Mexico 
and the United States. They repre- 
sent an initial aggregate subscrip- 
tion of 165 out of a proposed total 
of 1000 shares of stock. This is to 
have an opening par value of $100,- 
000 a share, which must be de- 
frayed in gold or United States dol- 
lars. The minimum first subscrip- 
tion of the United States is 50 
shares, costing $5,000,000, half to be 
paid down and half at the discre- 
tion of the bank’s directors. 


The Inter-American Bank’s only 
predecessor on the international 
stage is the Bank of International 
Settlements at Basle. As the name 
indicates, this is primarily a clear- 
ing house. The Inter-American 
Bank is to exercise that function 
and serve in addition as a deposit, 
commercial and capital bank, with 
a portfolio of short-term, interme- 
diate and long-term securities. The 
presence of the last feature may 
as likely as not be due to the fact 
that the moving spirit of the enter- 
prise, north of the Rio Grande, has 
been Adolf A. Berle Jr., Assistant 
Secretary of State. 

As alternate for Undersecretary 
Sumner Welles, chairman of the 
No. 1 subcommittee of an Inter- 
American Financial and Economic 
Advisory Committee set up at last 
year’s Panama conference and the 
ensuing council of Financial Min- 
isters at Guatemala, Berle took a 
prominent part in the deliberations 
of the smaller body. The sub- 
committee was intrusted with the 
formulation of plans for monetary 
and financial co-operation, includ- 
ing the Inter-American Bank. Dur- 
ing a memorable session of the Tem- 
porary National Economic Commit- 
tee, the Assistant Secretary not long 
ago argued in behalf of a domestic 
system of capital banks as an out- 
standing requirement for national 
prosperity. 

U. S. Interests Safeguarded. 


In the State Department’s view, 
the interests of the United States 
are safeguarded on every conceiv- 
able hand by the convention and by- 
laws as drafted. Only governments 
may be stockholders, and the bank 
will handle no transaction unless 
it is guaranteed by the member 
government involved. There will 
be no direct contacts with private 
investors, individual or corporate. 
No country may acquire more than 
50 per cent of the stock outstand- 
ing, and thus capture control of the 
institution. For every important 
decision a four-fifths vote of the 
directors is exacted. By possessing 
itself of one-fifth of the outstand- 
ing stock, plus one share, it is held 
that the United States may inter- 
pose an effective veto against at- 
tack by any combination of states 
whatsoever. 


The Export-Import Bank, in the 
foreign field, has been an agent 
exclusively of United States policy. 
By spreading the onus among a 
score of participating countries, 


tee of the Inter-American Finan- 
cial and Economic Advisory Com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of 
the Minister from Nicaragua, Senor 
Don Leon de Bayle, is in charge 
of problems on commerce, trans- 
portation and communications. A 
report was recently submitted in 
its name by Senor Don Carlos Da- 
vila, former President of Chile. 
On a schedule of minerals de- 
clared to abound in Latin America 
and to be in growing demand in 
the United States, Senor Davila 
names manganese, tin, platinum, 
gold, precious and semi-precious 
stones, molybdenum, beryl, vana- 
dium, mercury, mica, kaolin, rock 
crystal and radio-active ores.: Ani- 
mal and plant products designated 
as having a similar position are 
guano and long-fiber wool from al- 
paca and llama; hemp, ajave, sisal 
and cacao; tique, caroa, piassava 
and kapoc fibers; vegetable oils such 
as castor, palm, linseed and tung; 
dende, oiticica, babassu and sesa- 
me; medicinal substances like digi- 
talis, ipecac, quinine, ginger, cura- 
ra, copa, copaiba and tolu; and 
such tanning ingredients as que- 
bracho, mangrove and dividivi. The 
list could be greatly expanded, 
Senor Davila continues, to include 
wood pulp, hard woods of all kinds, 
dye and balsam woods, _ tagua, 
copra, andiroba, cashew and Brazil 
nuts, natural silk, bird foods, wines 
and rums, balata, essence oils and 
manioc and arrowroot flour. 
“Underlying the social-economic 
fabric of the Americas,” this au- 
thority asserts, “there exists the 
deplorable and paradoxical spec- 
tacle of an enormous patrimony of 
unexploited resources in Latin 
America, while in the United States 
millions of workers and dollars, 
with an infinity of machines, are 
waiting an opportunity for remu- 
nerative employment.” 


Trade Balance Inequalities. 


Taking into consideration not 
merely commodities but invisible 
exports—such as returns on direct 
investments, redemption of bonds 
and interest and amortization of 
loans—the sub-committee estimates 
that in order to balance its ac- 
counts with Latin America the 
United States would have been com- 
pelled to purchase $574,000,000 more 
of the former’s products than it did 
in 1936-38. For the year 1938, it is 
declared, the United States had a 
favorable trade balance of $79,000,- 
000 on commodities alone. 


Upon such inequalities opinion 
south of the Rio Grande tends to 
blame defaults of debt in that re- 
gion. It is alleged that creditors 
in the United States were short- 
sighted in demanding too large a 
proportion of their returns in 
money instead of produce. An over- 
all analysis of such transactions, 
Senor Davila maintains, will prove 
that “more dollars have returned 
to the United States than were 
ever invested in Latin America by 
that country.” The total popula- 
tion of Latin America, it is pointed 
out, is virtually equal to that of the 
United States. 

In the attainment of a reason- 
able balance of trade, the Inter- 
American Bank is expected to have 
a salient role. It was created, the 
by-laws specify, “to facilitate the 
prudent investment of funds and 
stimulate the full productive use of 
capital.” It is to make loans of 
various maturities to participating 
governments and their fiscal 
agencies, central banks, political 
subdivisions and nationals, but in 
the last four cases only if the debts 
are guaranteed by the government 
concerned. Short-term loans are 
for less than one year; intermediate 
loans, between one year and five

Diving Contest. 


The subject of how deep ducks 
dive for food was recently tested by 
Dr. Harry L. Kutz of Cornell Uni- 
versity.

WASHINGTON, April 13. 


ROBABLY the biggest sur- 
P prise when the 1940 census 

figures are in will be the in- 
crease in the number of women 
in the labor force. 


Estimates already are running 
around 3,000,000. That means 
there are 3,000,000 more jobs 
that are filled or could be filled 
by women workers than in 1930. 
Figuratively speaking, 3,000,000 
additional women in the last 10 
years have turned their backs 
on housewifery and cast them- 
selves on the auction block of 
labor. 

The reasons are numerous. 
The depression years had a 
triple-play effect: (1) Dwindling 
family incomes drove the women 
to reading the Help Wanted; (2) 
when the men of the family 
were thrown out of work com- 
pletely, the women had to find 
employment or the family 
starved; (3) thousands of mar- 
riages were postponed indefinite- 
ly and many of the brides-to-be 
became brides-never-to-be (their 
fiances “outgrew them”—finally 
selected younger women) and

sought soiace and sustenance in 
work. 

There are other reasons. The 
spread of birth control, as evi- 
denced by the rapidly falling 
birth rate, left more thousands 
necessarily seeking an interest 
in life outside the home. Con- 
tributing, too, was the great in- 
crease in housekeeping gadgets, 
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releasing women from dawn-to- 
dark household duties. And the 
rise of “cash economy”—a reali- 
zation of the saving involved in 
having cash on hand to pur- 
chase from stores and compa- 
nies that had no credit system 
or made liberal discounts for 
cash. 


There is one other factor 
worth mentioning: Spread of the 
knowledge among employers 
that for many jobs women were 
eminently better equipped and 
cheaper than men. The mechan- 
ical computation machine is an 
example. At this, women were 
found to be more accurate, 
steadier, neater, less inclined to 
rebel against lack of advance- 
ment, and contented with less 
pay than were men. There are 
hundreds of other fields where 
the same rules were found to 
apply. The result: a greater de- 
mand for women. 

No city picked at random can 
be said, at this point, to be typi- 
cal. And the people who expert 
the census experts are not basing 
their conclusions on South Bend, 
Ind., where a special census al- 
ready has been taken.

“Footprints are taken,” Mrs. 


Keith explained, “but for the moth- 
~ 


er’s record, not ours, We have a 
chart certifying that the baby was 
born at St. Louis Maternity, giving 
the date of birth, name of parents, 
the mother’s thumb print, and the 
baby’s footprint. Mothers like to 
put these in their baby book, to 
show to the child later and say, 
‘This is how tiny your foot looked 
when you were a baby.’” 


The print Mrs. Keith showed us 
on one such Certificate was tiny 
indeed, not much larger than the 
thumb print of the mother along- 
side. It was also far from distinct 
and lacked the definite markings 
of the adult thumb print. 


“You can see why footprints are 
of intrinsic value only to the 
mother,” Mrs. Keith said. “It’s 
hard to footprint a baby’s foot 
accurately; it moves so much. The 
inked print is often nothing more 
than a smudge. Actually,” she 


chuckled, “it’s just a recording of 
wrinkles. If something of the sort 
were used in our retords the more 
permanent record would be a palm 
print. According to legal authori- 
ties the palm print is the same at 
birth as it would be if the person 
lived to be 100 years old.”

VEN the Government's civilian 
Fi icentitication records keepers 

are not as interested in infant 
fingerprints as they are in those of 
older children. In fact, one of the 
medical journals which Mrs. Keith 
read aloud says, “When all school 
children are fingerprinted a long 
step will have been taken, but there 
is still a period of five or six years 
in life which will be unprotected. 
These are the years, particularly 
the first three when there is the 
greatest possibility for loss of iden- 
tity. It is the humane duty as well 
as legal obligation to see that the 
baby is placed in the hands of his 
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rightful parents. The hospital is 
responsible for the identity of 
every new-born baby from birth 
until it is discharged from the hos- 
pital.” 


Upstairs in the fifth floor nursery 
one of the nurses was taking her 
responsibility with due seriousness. 
While she tended to one of the 
babies the others slept, tossed or 
cried, according to individual tem- 
perament. Each baby was in 
box crib, and at the foot of each 
box was a card with the baby’s 
name and other statistics. By 
means of a pantomime through the 
glass, the nurse indicated one 
baby’s right wrist and the identifi- 
cation bracelet around it, a brace- 
let of light blue beads on the back 
of the wrist, white on the front. 


On the white beads are printed 
in black letters the baby’s last 
name. In case the baby is just one 
of the Jones boys or girls, or has 
an equally common name, the first 
one or two initials of the mother 
are also on the bracelet, and in case 
of twins first initials are also used, 
The left wrist has a less attractive 
but equally valuable bit of cos- 
tume jewelry, a band of tape, bear- 
ing a number which corresponds 
to a number on various hospital 
records. 


The baby under scrutiny yawned, 
indicating how little he was wor- 
ried about the whole thing. 

Dorothea Pulliam, supervisor of 
the delivery rooms on the fourth 
floor, further deprecated any fears 
of baby mixups in St. Louis. 


“There are always two nurses 
with each case, one for the mother 
and one for the baby,” she said.

Some years ago I drove up to the 
Bear Mountain Inn, a well-known 
resort on the Hudson River. On the 
ground floor they have a large cafe- 
teria. I noticed at a table there 
were seated three people—a small 
boy, a middle-aged man and an el- 
derly man. Each had a plate din- 
ner consisting of roast lamb, 
mashed potatoes and peas. It didn’t 
take long to identify them as grand- 
pappy, father and son. 

Grandpappy was the first to get 
into action. He mixed his peas ia 
the potatoes and with his knife 
scooped up a mouthful. His son 
did likewise, but the little fellow 
was not so familiar with the tech- 
nique, so his daddy reached over 
and helped him out. Right there I 
witnessed three generations of what 
we termed in the restaurant “sword 
swallowers.” 

Here is a recipe that glorifies the 
pork chop and will make the din- 
ner table really festive: 


CROWN ROAST OF PORK. 

Select a loin of pork and have 
the butcher trim ribs and form 
into crown. Cover tip of each rib 
bone with a cube of salt pork to 
prevent burning while roasting. Fill 
center of crown with a savory bread 
stuffing and roast in moderate 
oven (350 degrees), allowing 30 to 
35 minutes to the pound. Remove 
cubes of salt pork from rib bones 
and replace with paper frills which 
the butcher will supply. Garnish 
platter with cinnamon apples and 
watercress. 


SAVORY BREAD STUFFING. 

One-third cup butter, one-half cup 
chopped onion, one-fourth cup 
;| chopped celery leaves, one-fourth 
‘}cup parsley, finely chopped; four 
‘}cups soft bread crumbs, bne-haif 
‘| teaspoon Sage, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

Melt butter, cook onion colorless 
over moderate heat for about five 
minutes. Add chopped celery and 
parsley and cook for one minute. 
Add bread crumbs which have been 
mixed with sage, salt and pepper. 
| Toss all together until thoroughly 
mixed, adding a few drops of water 
_to moisten. 


CINNAMON APPLES. 

Two cups sugar, one cup water, 
three tablespoons cinnamon candy, 
three large red apples. 

Make a syrup of sugar, water 
and: cinnamon candies by boiling 
‘together for 5 minutes. Then add 
apples, pared, cored and cut in 
jhalves crosswise. Cover saucepan 
and simmer for about 20 minutes, 
or until apples are soft without los- 
ing shape.

Lay skin side down on broiler pan 
and cook under moderate flame 
until browned. It is only necessary 
to broil a fish of this size on the 
open flesh part. Remove to hot 
platter and spread with anchovy 
butter, prepared as follows: Cream 
three tablespoons of butter, grad- 
ually adding a teaspoon of anchovy 
paste and a few drops of lemon 
juice. Keep in refrigerator until 
needed. 


COFFEE CREAM TARTS. 

Two cups strong coffee, one cup 
evaporated milk, six tablespoons 
flour, two-thirds cup sugar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, two eggs, beat- 
en; two tablespoons butter, one 
teaspoon vanilla, six baked tart 
shells.

The Screen 
Academy Prize Stars 


Play the Neighborhoods 


Vivien Leigh and Charles Laughton 
Arrive in ‘Sidewalks of London’ 


By Colvin McPherson 


EEKING diversion on a busman’s holiday, this reviewer dropped 
S in at the Esquire Theater, on Clayton road, Friday evening to see 

Vivien Leigh and Charles Laughton in “Sidewalks of London.” 
The film is one which did not get a showing at the bigger houses in 
downtown or midtown and its first run at the Esquire is shared by 
various other neighborhood houses, the Ritz, the Norside, Uptown and 
Varsity. 

Made in England, the picture is an ante-bellum exhibition of our 
favorite Scarlett O’Hara and current Academy prize winner, Miss 
Leigh, and represents, as a matter of fact, her qualifying round in 
the Scarlett O’Hara winner-take-all tournament. There is an ugly 
story in circulation that the Paramount organization, which had a 
contract to release the film in the United States, was persuaded to 
withhold the release until Miss Leigh could be sprung on the country 
in “Gone With the Wind.” Hence its late arrival in St. Louis, hence, 
perhaps, its being shunted off to the neighborhoods without a big-top 
introduction. 

Ordinarily such treatment of a picture would be the signal for a 
reviewer to let well enough alone, as in the case of “Remember” and 
“Henry Goes Arizona,” but “Sidewalks of London” is really deserving 
of attention. It is not an epochal picture by any means, but it has 
a splendid company—this Laughton won an Academy prize once, too— 
a fine exhibition of acting, smooth direction and impressive atmosphere. 

It is about the street entertainers of Piccadilly and the neighbor- 
hood of Charing Cross and the Strand—the “buskers,” as they call 
themselves. My dictionary says. succinctly that a busker is one who 
busks, but at least the meaning is clear in “Sidewalks of London.” 
With guitar and French harp, accordion and noisy recitation, these 
vagabonds of vaudeville assail the passersby in the hope of cadging 
' their livelihood. 


ood Old Days Befo' de Wah 
WILIGHT and theater time bring the favorite hour. There are 
7 probably fewer buskers on those streets today than in the pre- 
blackout era in which the picture was made, but they must have 
been a beguiling lot in the old days. And it is to the credit of Laughton 
and Erich Pommer, makers of the picture, that they have caught the 
atmosphere of the streets, the swirl of melody against the cacophony 
of warning and greeting, the rumble of bus, the rattle of taxi. “Streets 
of London” seems almost to have a temperature of air. 
Libby and Charles, the buskers represented by Miss Leigh and 
Laughton, are citizens of this half-world. Libby is an easy-fingered 
gamin who steals pennies out of hats and cigarette cases from gentle-

Charles, the girl and two other buskers work out a dance routine 
and are doing very well at it, but Libby’s beauty and grace attract a 
song writer and Libby gets a theatrical career. She leaves poor old 
Charlie behind and in time advances beyond the song writer to the 
backer of one of her shows, hearing even beyond this third patron the 
siren call of Hollywood. She stops once, briefly, in this career of go- 
getting, to enjoy a little remorse and sentiment over Charlie and there 
the picture ends. 

It is interesting to compare Libby with Scarlett, or Leigh with 
Leigh. This is not the first opportunity to get a perspective on the 
young actress’ work, since she was seen in “A Yank at Oxford,” “Storm 
In a Teacup” and “Fire Over England” well ahead of her rebel epic, 
but “Streets of London” gfves her more chance for emotional display 
that any of these. More Leigh-way, shall we say? 

She makes Zibby quite different from Scarlett in most respects. Of 
course, Libby looks like Scarlett, but she is not the coquette, hasn’t 
that toss of the head, isn’t such a transparent hypocrite. And has no 
Southern accent. But when Libby goes plaintive, flies into a fury or 
gets to wailing in high-pitched voice, she’s that O’Hara gal and nobody 
else. She slaps old Charlie with as much spirit as Katie S. O’Hara 
ever wopped Rhett Butler, Prissy, or Suellen. Or was it Careen? Yet 
it may have been a devilish kissing scene with Rex Harrison in “Side- 
walks of London” that sold the little English girl to Selznick. It sizzles. 


And God Save the King, Too 


PPOSITE Miss Leigh, Laughton gives one of his slyest perform- 

ances. This Charlie enjoys good health, is a good-natured and 

patient fellow, but does not quite appreciate his relation to his 
young protege. Laughton never lets his personal intelligence rise above 
Charlie’s mental level and the result is deeply affecting. Old Charlie 
wins sympathy and understanding that Libby never gets. Especially 
when he reads Kipling’s “If,” which fs almost as memorable as the 
Gettysburg Address in “Ruggles of Red Gap.” 

In the background of the play are Harrison, a capable actor not 
go well known to us as some of his compatriots, Maire O’Neill, the Irish 
character actress, and Helen Haye, one of Britain's elder stars. “Side- 
walks of London” is still not quite satisfying, in spite of all this, be- 
cause its main characterization, that of Libby, leaves conflicting im- 
pressions. The film has a dramatic scene at the end, but an audience 
fails to get a clean-cut feeling of the drama. Perhaps it is best to 
say that the story is an excerpt from the lives of the main characters 
rather than a dramatic construction. The original source, incidentally, 
ig Clemence Dane’s story, “St. Martin’s Lane.” 

On the program with “Sidewalks of London” is an unblushing Brit- 
ish propaganda picture called “The Lion Has Wings,” with Merle 
Oberon, Ralph Richardson and others giving valiant service of the 
Empire. In documentary form, “The Lion Has Wings” paints a lily- 
white picture of the British position in the war, as would be expected, 
asks “Would you prefer this or that?” and then contrasts the peace- 
loving British, riding their carousels and betting at their steeplechases, 
to the military-minded Nazis who are always goose-stepping and Heiling 
Hitler. 

Hitler himself is brought in for a few hisses, his warlike get-up 
contrasted with peaceful King George VI, in kilts, and you know George 
is funnier, any day in the week. 

After these preliminaries, the picture settles down to an air raid 
.on the Kiel Canal, a rather fascinating exposition of the new art of 
aerial warfare, and a thrilling sequence in which anti-aircraft fire 
brings down a German raider. The new material antiquates all of 
Hollywood's World War fighting technique and may set a style for 
the future, which is not the film’s major intention at all. Its major 
intention is to win sympathy for the British. This was both booed and 
applauded by Friday night's audience. Which shows that good Ameri- 
cans will be lieve what they please, without help from anybody.

the NBC studios in New York. 

Kaltenborn is peculiarly fitted, 
by education, experience and trav- 
els, to be a radio commentator. 
Born in Milwaukee July 9, 1878, 
he was graduated from Harvard 
University cum laude. He was city 
editor of a newspaper at Merrill, 
Wis., in 1899, then served as a 
sergeant in the Spanish-American 
war, was a traveling salesman in 
France for two years and in 1902 
became a reporter for the Brook- 
lyn Eagle. In 1907, he went to Ber- 
lin as secretary of the Harvara 
Professorial Exchange, and in 1909 
was traveling tutor for Vincent As- 
tor in Europe, the West Indies and 
South America. Returfiing to the 
Brooklyn Eagle in 1910, he re. 
mained on that newspaper until 
1930 as drama editor, editorial 
writer, assistant managing editor 
and associate editor. 

He began his radio career in 1921 
when he addressed a Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce meeting 
from Newark, N. J. In 1923, he had 
a half-hour current events program 
on WEAF. Since then he has ‘be- 
come probably the best known news 
commentator in this country. He 
has gone to Europe 25 times in the 
past 26 years, the first time on a 
cattle boat, the last time by air- 
plane. 

Kaltenborn has interviewed Hit- 
ler, Gandhi, Chiang Kai-shek, Mus- 
solini and many other notables, He 


scribed Franco’s attack upon the 
city of Irun, in Spain. He was 
once captured and held for ransom 
by Chinese bandits. He has trav- 
eled extensively in Russia, the 
South Seas, Japan, South America, 
Alaska and the Orient, and speaks 
German, French and Spanish flu- 
ently. He is married to Baroness 
Olga Von Nordenflycht and has 
two children, Anais and Rolf. He 
lives with his family in an old- 
fashioned brownstone house in 
Brooklyn, lectures when not broad- 
casting, makes a hobby of deck 
tennis and lawn tennis, is a Phi 
Beta Kappa, author of . several 
books, a newspaper column and 
many magazine articles. He broad- 
casts without a script, and can 
listen to a speech in a foreign lan- 
guage in a shortwave broadcast 
and comment on it in English for 
American listeners for a simultane- 
ous network broadcast.

CLUBROOM IN RAT -ALLEY—November 23, 1938 

No. 19. As the music box, symbol of the murder of a labor racketeer, jangles its 
version of a popular tune, we see lettered on the doors a roundup of Rat Alley's 
activities. The cartoon accompanied an editorial, “Jungle Law in St. Louis,” urging 
the city to take a full and complete inventory of its processes of justice. It said that 
law and order have become the plaything of gangsters and gunmen and their scurvy 
associates-in some of the allegedly respectable reaches of society. Referring to the 
vicious attempt on the life of a State's witness and other ghastly occurrences, the editorial 
called for concerted action on all fronts to safeguard the processes-of justice.

The seven-story hospital, named for the late Dr. Ellis Fischel, 


first chairman of the Missouri Cancer Commission. 


ISSOURI, which 
already has some 
of the finest hos- 

pitals in the country, will 
open another outstanding 
one April 26. It is the 
$950,000 Ellis Fischel 
State Cancer Hospital at 
Columbia, the first State 
cancer hospital for indig- 
ent patients in the Middle 
West, and the second 
such’ institution in the 
United States. 

One of the largest 
single supplies of radium, 
which is important in 
treating cancer, is stored 
in a two-and-c-half ton 
safe at the hospital. 
Seven hundred milligrams 
of radium, worth approxi- 
mately $20,000, are avail- 
able in all. Another 
feature ‘of the institution is 
the X-ray therapy equip- 
ment, of which the 
hospital has three 220,000- 
volt machines, costing 
$27,000, besides the usual 
X-ray machines for diag- 
nostic work. Because of 
the immense penetrating 
power of the rays, the 
machines are housed in 
three lead-lined rooms in 
a separate a of the 
building, where they can- 
not affect other patients. 

To obtain admission to 
the hospital, a prospective 
patient must go to his 
county court and fill out 
an application form stat- 
ing he is without funds to 
pay for treatment. A 
“regress certificate that 

e has cancer is then 
necessary, whereupon the 
court asks the hospital to 
admit the patient. The 
county pays $5 per month 
per patient and State 
funds fill the rest of the 
anticipated’ budget of 
$161,000 a year. 

Besides the equipment 
mentioned, there are two 
operating rooms, several 
laboratories and beds for 
85 patients in the seven- 
story structure. A staff of 
121 will be on duty,
